New Chairman Confident of Demo- 


cratic Success, But Realizes That 


Hard Work Is Ahead. 


New York, July 
27. —Thoi la.s Tag- 


gart, the new Democratic 
•.-hairman, 


says: ''I am entering thi^ r.^l.t vritli a 
lull realization of its difficulties and 
its responsibilities. I have studied the 
situation carefully and I am convinced 
that we can fleet Judge Parker. I ex- 
pect and know I shall receive the sup- 
port of all the members of UIP Nation- 
al committee and oi a. muted harmon- 
ious Democracy. 


"I shall begin v-ork immcdiaiely. The 


headquarters will be 
in 
New York. 


There will be branch headquarters in 
Chicago, but just now how extensive 
these will be has not yet been deter- 
mined. 
Uii'ler the resolution offered 


by Senator Bai'.ey and adopted by the 
committee I am empowered to appoint 
such other committees, aside from the 
finance and the executive committees, 
as I deem proper.

MEET DEATH 


Striking Heroism cf Soldiers on 


a Transport. 


OF THE KINSHIUMARU. 


Traffic End of Officer* and Men When 
' the Veaael IVaa Torpedoed by Hu»- 


alaaa — Some 
Committed 
Suicide.

tbe fate which was voluntarily chosen 
by the soldiers and others who were 
on board the transport Kinshiumaru at 
tiensan when the Kussiau warships 
suddenly appeared on tlie scene. Tlie 
Kobe Chronicle reprints from a native 
paper a most interesting ac-couut of 
this stirring incident of the v,tii; says 
the London Telegraph. It uppears that 
the men had been ashore scouting and 
had then re-embarked. The escorting 
torpedo boat destroyer flotilla put to 
sea and the transport followed, but 
BOOU the vessels were separated in a 
fog, and when this lifted tlie Kinshiu- 
maru, thinking the squadron to be the 
•liipa. Captain Yagi of tlie Kinshiu- 
maru, thinking the squadron to be tue 
Japanese, altered her course and steer- 
ed toward tbe warships, when the sig- 
nal "Stop" floating from the mainmast 
and the firing of a blank shot across 
the Kinshiumnru's bows brought the 
ship to a standstill. This turn or events 
naturally caused surprise and astonish- 


" meut on board the transport, but noth- 
ing could be done in the way of escap- 
ing. Lieutenant Commander Mizogui- 
chi, who had charge of the work of 
the transport, proposed visiting tbe 
.warships and taking such measures as 
required by circumstances. This was 
agreed to be tbe best course, and, hav- 
ing said farewell to tbe military officers 
In command of the troops and accom- 
panied by Captain Yagi, Paymaster 
Ilda and an interpreter, Mr. Kondo, 
the lieutenant commander rowed to 
tbe nearest warship, whence, as is 
known, the party never returned and 
are now prisoners of war at Irkutsk. 


On board the Kinshiumaru tlie mili- 


tary officers assembled in the saloon 
and took counsel as to their course of 
action. 
The officers 
were Captain 


Shiina, Captain Sakurai, Lieutenant 
Terada, Lieutenant Yokota and Ensign 
Higaki. After the conference Captain 
Shiiua went into the between decks, 
where the men had been ordered to as- 
semble, and gave orders as to the 
course to be taken by them. Meanwhile 
both the transport and tbe warships 
had been lowering boats, and three 
officers boarded the Kinshiumaru and 
ordered the troops to lay down their 
arms and surrender, stating that if 
they did so they would be taken on 
board the warships. The soldiers were 
given an hour in which to arrive at a 
decision, and having allowed the crew 
of the steamer and the passengers to 
take to tbe boats the naval officers re- 
turned to the squadron. 


It was now past midnight, with a 


bright moon and clear sky. A great 
•Hence prevailed on tbe transport, 
which now had only troops on board 
and a few bluejackets and coolies. Cap- 
tain Shiina once again inspected his 
inen, who were found in perfect order, 
gome motionless, but others fixing bay- 
onets or loading their rifles, preparing 
for the end. Sergeant Major "Washi 
was collecting the maps, sketches, etc., 
kept by the officers. 
Sergeant Okano 


gathered In the note books of the men, 
and maps and note books were thrown 
Into the engine room fire. A corporal 
ordered the men to take off the num- 
bers on their shoulder straps so tbat 
•verytbing- should be destroyed which 
fould prove of any value to the enemy 
afterward. 


It was past 1 o'clock on the morning 


of April 26 when the Russians dis- 
charged a torpedo against the fore part 
of the transport. 
On this Captain 


Shiina went into the 'tween decks and 
freed tbe men from military discipline. 
They were told to take what course 
tbey thought fit, as nothing could be 
done to avert disaster. The men, anx- 
ious to know tbe fate of tbeir oflicers. 
swarmed up the -companionways to tbe 
saloon, found tbe doors locked and no 
sound issuing therefrom. Inside were 
the officers, wbo bud agreed to sink 
with the steamer, imprisoned in the 
saloon so tbat they should not fall into 
tbe bands of tbe enemy. Particular 
and scrupulous to the last, the officers 
had persuaded Captain Sakurai, who 
did not belong to tbeir regiment, of the 
Inadvisability of bis dying with them. 
Captain Sakurai. an old experienced 
officer, regarded by the general stuff as 
one of the smartest officers of tbe army 
In northern Korea, left his comrades, 
and tbe manner of bis death is un- 
known. According to report, however, 
It seems there was mot perfect unan- 
imity in the manner the oflicers should 
meet their death. It is stated that 
Lieutenant Terada dissented from the 
command of Captain Shiiua tbat tbe 
officers should die together and left 
tbe ship vowing tbat be would sell bis 
life to the enemy, but die fighting. 
What became of Lieutenant Terada is 
not known. 


The end of the men was equally 


tragic. 
Some minutes after Captain 


ghlina had given his last commands, 
which left tbe soldiers to their own re- 
sources, Sersoant Kurisu and Corporal 
Horlsaka committed suicide by shoot- 
Ing each other, and many followed this 
example. 
Sergeant Okano went on 


deck, drew his sword and committed 
barikari, an example, we are told, 
•which was also followed by some of 
bis men. A rather more soldiexljke 
way of spending the last moments of 
their lives was tbat of Corporal Hashi- 
moto and some sixty men, wbo from 
tkt deck flred repeatedly at the Rus- 


y" the'corporal's cominauil. 'The 


enemy replied with fatal effect, but the 
end of all was now near. Fifty min- 
utes after the first torpedo was dis- 
charged a second torpedo struck the 
Kinshiumaru and nearly cut the vessel 
Jnto two parts. It sank in thirteen min- 
utes, but during this time a hot lire 
was kept up by the Japanese, who 
went dov.-u with the ship, cheering and 
tinging the march song of their regi- 
ment. 


The final stage of this chapter of the 


war is well known—how about sixty of 
the uipu succeeded in getting clear of 
the ship, either before or after she 
sank, and reaching the coast, hut there 
were iionoombatants whose fate is 
oiiitf uncprtaln blupjackets and coo- 
lies, whom it is thought possible the 
Russians may have picked up after- 
ward. The end of many on board the 
Kiushiumaru is one more striking ex- 
ample of the heroism with which men 
can be inspired when the alternative to 
death is surrender and the sense of 
military disgrace.

BIG IRRIGATION PROJECT. 


Contly »t\v«vrU of Canal* Planned 


For the Bis Bend Country. 


In the dim and distant future, when 


government irrigation has been proved 
a success, and when some of the count- 
less dollars now being expended on ir- 
rigation works in various western 
states come buck into the treasury, the 
engineers of the reclamation service 
hope to take up and carry out a pro- 
ject in the state of Washington which 
will eclipse anything of the kind in 
the world, says the Washington Post. 
In what is known as the Big Bend 
country, the government has found 
an irrigation scheme which is appar- 
ently feasible, but which is more cost- 
ly than any other in the country. 


By means of properly constructed 


canals, it is believed the government 
can distribute the surplus waters of 
Lake Coeur d'Alene in Idaho, over a 
tract of 1,500,000 acres of land, at an 
aggregate cost of §25,000,000. 
Of 


course a scheme so gigantic must be 
approached with care and precaution, 
and to this end preliminary investiga- 
tions have recently been begun look- 
ing to the ultimate carrying out of 
this project, which will overshadow 
even the greatest irrigation works of 
Egypt. Some idea of the enormity of 
this project can be gathered from the 
fact that it will require a tunnel 
twenty-six miles long to carry the wa- 
ter from Lake Coeur d'Alene through 
the mountains and out on to the high- 
lands in Washington. 


In order to carry sufficient water to 


irrigate the vast Big Bend tract, this 
tunnel must be of such dimensions as 
will accommodate two railroad trains, 
running abreast. In other words, a 
tunnel the size of the Pennsylvania 
railroad tunnel under the Hudson river. 
New York. Stupendous though thi 
project is, engineers believe It is en- 
tirely practicable and expect in time 
to see it carried out.

"I can imagine nothing more su- 


premely delightful than an automobile 
;rip through tbe country at this sea- 
iou of the year. If I might only give 
:o every one in the world but a small 
part of tbe pleasures I enjoy witb that 
machine 1 think my cup would be full, 
and I am sure the world would be bet- 
ter." 
And as the little woman, who 


had recently returned from a 1,200 
mile automobile journey alone, bubbled 
over with an enthusiastic description 
of her trip she kept busy wiping, oil- 
ng and testing various parts of the 
machine which had served her as 
faithfully as if it were some living 
thing. 


It was thus that Mrs. John Rob- 


erts, bride of a few months of one of 
Battle Creek's leading capitalists, an- 
swered tbe New York World corre- 
spondent's query about her trip from 
Battle Creek, Mich., to Minneapolis and 
relhrn, which bad ended but a few 
moments before. 


Mrs. 
Roberts is a vivacious little 


woman of twenty-two, thoroughly 
American, though she is a native of 
Italy and has lived the greater part 
of ber life in Europe. She Is a grad- 
uate of the Boston Conservatory of 
Music and for four seasons sang lead- 
ing parts with the Castle Square Op- 
era company, with which she was en- 
gaged when she became acquainted 
with her husband. 


"Afraid? I was never afraid in my 


life. Did you ever know it was fear 
tbat costs thousands of people their 
lives?" she continued. "I went alone 
because my husband could not spare 
the time to accompany me and I 
wanted to visit my mother. 


I left here (Battle Creek) and made 


the run to Grand Haven by way of 
Kalamazoo without incident. I stayed 
all night at a farmhouse, and at 8 
o'clock, ending my first day out, I was 
fast asleep near an open window over- 
looking a beautiful field of corn, where 
every breath of tbat delightful air was 
new life to me. 


"The following day, Tuesday, I made 


little progress so far as distance was 
concerned. I was compelled to wait 
for the boat which was to carry me 
across the lake to Milwaukee, and, 
aside from a pleasant sail over Lake 
Michigan, there was nothing of interest 
to mention. From Milwaukee, where I 
was delayed a few minutes for repairs, 
I made the trip direct to Minneapolis, 
staying only a few hours at Madison 
and Lacrosse, Wls. I made it an ob- 
ject to stay all night at farmhouses, 
and with but one or two exceptions I 
was treated in tbe most cordial man- 
ner. At one place, however, I drove up 
to tbe gate and asked tbe farmer if I 
might stay there all night, and he an- 
swered: 'Nope. I hain't got no use for 
them things round here. 
They're 


takin' people through th' world too all 
flred fast fer me to have anything to 
do with 'em, and you'd better go on 
to th' next place." I, of course, acted 
upon his advice, and found an intelli- 
gent and prosperous family who made 
it as pleasant as possible for me. 


"I could not begin to describe the 


beauties of the trip up the Mississippi 
river. It was gorgeous. Every turn of 
the road brought some new and beau- 
tiful view." 


When asked if she bad bad any ac- 


cidents to the machine on the trip, she 
said: 


"Oh, of course I had. Tbat, you know, 


is more than half the pleasure of tour- 
ing. I stopped to oil up every twenty- 
five or thirty miles and Inspected all 
the bearings each time. 
More than 


once I got down under the machine and 
went carefully over the engine. Cer- 
tainly I soiled my hands, and my face 
too. But what of that? I rather en- 
joy greasy hands once in awhile. 


"Yes, there was a disagreeable fea- 


ture to my trip, but next time I will 
overcome that.

hausts I hummed little tunes for my

"Next to my husband I love tbe coun-

proposed Scheme t* 


Beaeat Its Emploreea. 


The Pennsylvania railroad has under 


consideration a plan by which all of 
tbe thousands of employees may, if 
they so desire, become proprietors of 
little farms, says a Philadelphia dis- 
patch to the New York Mail. 
The 


scheme contemplates the parceling out 
of desirable land belonging to the rail- 
road company along the various lint*; 
of track and permitting the free use of 
this land to every employee who 
wishes to put the land .under cultiva- 
tion. 


In cases where the employee himself 
iiflit not have thp time to conduct a 


little truck farm the offer would hold 
If the members of the employee's fam- 
ily were willing to look after tbe land. 
In thousands of cases such farms could 
be provided within a short distance of 
the homes of the men, and In every 
case the farm would be in a place 
that would make easy tbe marketing 
of such produce as was not consumed 
by the families of the employees. 


Dr. W. H. Tolman, director of the 


American Institute of Social Science in 
New York, brought the plan to the at- 
tention of President A. J. Cassatt in a 
letter which, besides advocating its ad- 
vantages, showed bow successfully the 
same idea is at present being carried 
out along tbe lines of railroads in 
France. It was shown that the North- 
ern railroad in France bas provided 
farms for 3,000 employees, that the 
Eastern road has provided farms for 
2,800, the Southern road for 2,600 and 
the Orleans road for more than 6,000 
employees, and that these farms, be- 
sides aiding the prosperity of the rail- 
road men, also increase the business of 
the road and add materially to the 
wealth of the entire nation. 


President Cassatt replied to the let- 


ter in a cordial note stating that be 
bad considered the plan carefully and 
was impressed with tbe figures from 
France and concluded by stating that 
he had turned the letter over to the 
superintendent of the railroad with in- 
structions to report upon the feasibil- 
ity of the scheme here. Along some 
lines the road bas not enougb land 
along the right of way, but on other 
lines It is believed that the plan could 
easily be carried out.

Governor Edwin Warfield of Mary- 
aiid lias caused a BUT uiuoiig femin- 
inity by stating that twenty-four is the 
proper age at which a girl should 
marry, eaya a Baltimore dispatch. He 
made tbe statement in addressing the 
graduates of the high school at Wil- 
mington, Del., recently, and soon aft- 
•rward followed it up with the follow- 
ing remarks: 


"My advice to girls is not to marry 


:oo early. If asked the age when girls 
should marry, I should say frpm twen- 
ty-four to twenty-six. The latter was 
the age of Mrs. Warfield when I mar- 
ried her, and I have said to my daugh- 
ters that I should not give my consent 
to their marriage until they arrive at 
that age. 


"Marriage for the purpose of settling 


a daughter in life is, as a rule, a fail- 
ure and an unhappy one. No parent, 
and especially no true and loving moth- 
er, will wish to push her daughter into 
matrimony before she is fully matured 
and fitted for tbe grave responsibilities 
of married life. Girls just out of school 
are not equipped for the ordinary 
household duties of wives and for the 
cares and trials of motherhood. They 
should, after leaving school, spend 
some time with their parents, giving 
their parents the pleasure of their com- 
panionship and learning something of 
the everyday work that will be theirs 
as wives. 


"The girl who marries too early 


misses many of the pleasures of life. 
She is doomed to spend ber youthful 
days In the trying and taxing cares of 
motherhood and household duties, with 
broken health and rundown nerves be- 
fore she bas passed out of her teens. 


'Such marriages are 
unfortunate. 


They are entered into without due con- 
sideration and frequently before the 
husband bas fully established his busi- 
ness ability and the earning capacity 
that will enable aim to provide for the 
increasing wants of married life. Girls 
should be taught that there is more in 
life than getting married, that when 
they leave school they owe some serv- 
ice to their parents and that they 
should spend some of their days in 
making the lives of their fathers and 
mothers easier and brighter.

Few persona realize bow vast IB the 


area of the Russian empire. Into that 
enormous country you could put all of 
non-Russian Europe and yet only take 
up a little more than one-eighth of tbe 
czar's domains. Then you could add 
the United States, including Alaska, 
and still have almost enough territory 
left to place Canada in. In fact, tbe 
Russian empire comprises one-seventh 
of the land surface of tbe globe. 


Though not comparable in extent of 


territory with the empire of the czar, 
the United States seems of enormous 
area when compared witb the Euro- 
pean countries other than Russia. 


The state of Texas alone would take 


in Germany, Greece, Holland and Swit- 
zerland and still have room to spare. 
Belgium would simply be lost in the 
Maine woods. In fact, you could, put 
two Belgiums into tbe state of Maine 
and have a state left as large as New 
Jersey. 


France could be stowed away up in 


Montana and Wyoming, with enough 
territory left over to take In Portugal. 
Sweden would fit into California, with 
lots of room to spare, and Spain would 
almost, but not quite, fit into Nevada 
and Idaho. 


To make, Spain comfortable, we 


should have to borrow 4,000 square 
miles from Arizona, but that would 
still leave Arizona enough territory to 
take in Italy, leaving out Sardinia. 


As for the British isles, we could 


stow them away in New Mexico and 
have land to spare afterward. 
The 


dual empire of Austria-Hungary would 
3e a more difficult matter to deal with, 
and in order to give it elbow room we 
should have to devote the states of 


Colorado and Oregon to it and then 
borrow 43,000 square miles from Wash- 
ington, which would still leave Wash- 
ington room in which to put tbe king- 
dom of, Servia and have enough left 
over for a fair sized state. 


The kingdom of Roumania could be 


placed in Arkansas, with about 5,000 
square miles to spare, and Bulgaria 
would have more than enough room in 
Oklahoma. 


Turkey's possessions In Europe are 


about as large as Missouri, and Nor- 
way could be placed in tbe two Da- 
kotas, with lots of room left over. The 
pieces left over from the various states 
and territories mentioned would be 
more than enough to make an area as 
large as Denmark and the other odds 
and ends of non-Russian Europe not 
mentioned. 


But if we did not want to spare so 


much territory of the western states 
and territories, we could economize by 
placing Germany, France, Italy and 
Belgium up in Alaska, and tbe British 
isles could be distributed among the 
Philippines, Hawaii and Porto Rico.— 
Washington Post.

Inventor of Submarine Boat Believe* 


He H«« Solved Aerial Problem. 


John Holland, the inventor of the 


submarine boat, is now having built 
at a shop in Jersey City a machine 
which the inventor believes "not only 
will solve the problem of aerial flight, 
bat will enable a man to navigate the 
air with much more ease and safety 
than he can ride a bicycle, says the 
New York Time's* 


This invention is the outgrowth of 


many attempts by Mr. Holland in past 
years to arrive at a correct theory of 
flight. Back in the sixties, before be 
contemplated the construction of a sub- 
marine craft, he built his first model 
of a flying machine, and this was fol- 
lowed by several other models, but all 
of them were abandoned because, in 
the inventor's opinion, they were de- 
signed on an erroneous principle. 


The airship now approaching comple- 


tion is intended to carry one person. 
The material used is the finest alumin- 
ium. 
The wires are steel and as light 


as the strain upon them will permit. 
The whole contrivance weighs exactly 
twenty-six pounds. 


The driving power will be purely 


Duscular, Mr. Holland contending that 
man has enough physical energy to 
propel himself through the air under 
proper conditions at the rate of forty to 
fifty miles an hour. On either side of 
the machine there will be a set ol 
wings ten feet in length, operated by 
four wheels, and these wings will be 
moved up and down and otherwise con- 
trolled ft the will of the driver.

THE FIRST BASEBALL 


HOW THE GAME WAS PLAYED IN THE 


DAYS OF ITS INCEPTION.

Thra • Mam Contd Be Pat Oat by 


"Soaking" Him With the Ball-The 
Vmpire Took It rosy While the 
Team* Piled Up Hnlf » Hundred 
Ran*. 


The first newspaper report of a base- 


ball game that 1 remember reading 


n account of a game played at 


Hoboken, N. J., in 1859. It appeared in 
an illustrated weekly aiid was such a 
novel and interesting e< cut tliat tlie 
weekly gave a double page illustration. 


There was no baseball schedules in 


those days. All that was needed was 
an occasion such as a Fourth of July 
celebration, a county fair, a house rais- 
ing or some other event of that nature. 
The occasion for this particular game 
was the entertainment given to a team 
of English cricketers then touring this 
country. We bad evoh ed a game from 
the old English "rounders," which we 
called baseball, and we wanted to shew 
our cousins what a high old game it 
was. 


It may have been the "humors of the 


day" editor who wrote the report, 
which was as follows: 


Baseball differs from cricket, es- 


pecially in there being no wickets. The 
bat is held high in the air. When tbe 
ball has been struck, the 'outs' try to 
catch it, in which case the striker is 
'out,' or, if they cannot do this, to 
strike the striker with it when he is 
running, which likewise puts him 'out.' 


"Instead of wickets there are at this 


game four or five marks called bases, 
one of which, being the one at which 
the striker stands, is called 'home,' 


"As at cricket, the point of the game 


Is to make the most runs between 
bases. 
The party which counts the 


rnjst runs wins the day." 


The fact that the reporter thought it 


necessary to explain how the game was 
played indicates the extent of the pub- 
lic's knowledge of Ijaseball at that time, 
and even he wasn't quite sure whether 
there were four bases or five. When 
he says a base runner may be put out 
by hitting him with the ball he makes 
no mistake, for that was an actual fact, 
and it was considered a good play on 
the part of a. base runner to draw a 
throw from the pitcher, for usually the 
runner would dodge the throw and 
gambol around the- bases wfiile the 
fielders were hurrying after the ball. 
This rule was abolished as soon as the 
game became popular, for a baseman, 
instead of touching\a runner with the 
ball, would often '%mk" him at short 
range, which generally brought forth 
unprintable remarks from the soakee. 


The artist in illttftrating this game 


•was not far behind cthe^rejjprter. The 
picture shows us severaLhuiidred spec- 
tators, and, with tbe exception of a few 
ladies and 'gentlemen seated in car- 
riages, tbe only person sitting down in 
the entire assemblage is the umpire, 
and, as if to show the perfect tranquil- 
lity of his mind and his contempt for 
foul tips, he leans gracefully back in 
his chair with bis legs crossed. The 
basemen, instead of "--laying off," are 
standing, each witIP' one- foot on his 
base, and a base runner is "glued to 
third," although the pitcher is about to 
deliver the ball. In short, the general 
aspect of tbe field is enough to give the 
modern baseball captain nervous pros- 
tration. 


The year 1870 saw baseball well es- 


tablished and deserving the title of na- 
tional game. Of the amateur clubs tbe 
Harvard university team was one of the 
strongest, virtually defeating the fa- 
mous Red Stockings in one game. The 
score stood 17 to 12 in Harvard's favor 
at the beginning of tbe ninth inning, 
and with two Reds out, Goodwin, the 
Harvard pitcher, was hit by a batted 
ball and injured. He recovered suffi- 
ciently to pitch the game out and then 
fainted, the Reds meanwhile piling up 
eight runs and winning. Tbe game was 
played in Cincinnati. 


Another notable achievement of a 


Harvard nine was the twenty-four in- 
ning and no run game in 1877 with 
tbe Manchester (X. H.) club. In this 
game Catcher Tyng of the Harvards 
(yes, Jim Tyng, perennial Jim Tyng) 
made the unprecedented record of 
thirty-one put outs and three assists. 
While this game was interesting and 
exciting in its earh part, it grew some- 
what monotonous after the fifteenth 
inning, owing to the fact that the dead 
ball used became "punky," and the 
batsmen were unable to knock it out- 
side the diamond. 
The pitching" of 


Ernst amused the spectators, however, 
and I think Ernst must have been the 
pioneer contortion pitcher. 


It was customary in those days for 


pitcher to stand erect and deliver the 
ball with tbe hand below the shoulder, 
but Ernst had :i way of tucking the 
ball behind bis back, looking over his 
right shoulder and elevating his left 
leg as he pitched. That seemed to 
the spectators a l>ad case of monkey 
business and ah\,iys called forth de- 
risive remarks from tbe small boys. 
His record of fifteen strike outs and 
but four flies knocked into the out- 
fields as outs shoe's that be knew his 
business at all 


The scores of a few games played 


by leading ch-bs in 1869 show that the 
player's OCC.I&IOD.II request for a sub- 
stitute to run a few laps for him was 
not without reason:

Clippers of PhiladelpUiar 87; Nation- 


als, 9.

made by the best clubs. Those of some

A CURIOUS OLD WATCH. 


It Wa« On** the Property of 


<taeea of Scot*. 


The descendants of Mary Setoiin, one 


of tbe four maids of honor to Mary, 
queen of Scots, have in their possessioc 
a curious watch, which was given bj 
that queen to her favorite. This watch, 
which is in the shape of a miniature 
skull, is about two inches and a half ii 
diameter. It is supposed to have beer 
purchased by Mary herself when on e 
Visit to Blois with her husband, th< 
daiiphin ol France, as it has the nanw 
of a 'celebrated Bfois manufacturer en 
graved on it i 


Tbe-entire skull is curiously engraved 


On the forehead there is a picture ol 
Death, with tbe usual scythe and hour 
glass and sandglass. He is depicted as 
standing between a palace and a hovel 
to show that be is no respecter of per 
sons, and underneath is tbe familial 
quotation from Horace, "Pallida mors 
aequo pulsat pede pauperum tabernas 
Regumque turres." At the back of th« 
skull is another representation, this on« 
being of Time devouring everything 
Time also carries a scythe, and beside 
him is the emblem of eternity—the ser- 
pent with its tail in its mouth. 


The upper section of the skull is di- 


vided into two pictures. On one side 
is the crucifixion, with the Marys 
kneeling at the foot of tbe cross, and 
on the other side are Adam and Eve 
surrounded by animals in the Garden 
of Eden. 


Below these pictures, running right 


around the skull, there is an openwork 
band, to allow the sound of the striking 
of the watch to be heard. This open- 
work is a series of designs cut to rep- 
resent tbe various emblems of the cru- 
cifixion, such as scourges, the cross, 
swords, spears, the lantern used in the 
garden, etc. All of the carvings have 
appropriate Latin quotations. 


By reversing the skull and holding 


the Tipper part in the palm of the hand 
and lifting tbe under jaw on its fiinge 
the watch may be opened, and on the 
plate inside- is a representation of the 
stable at Bethlehem, with the shep- 
herds and their flocks in the distance. 


The works of the watch are in the 


brains of the skull, the dial plate being 
where the roof of the mouth would be 
in a real skull. This is of silver and 
gold, with elaborate scrolls, while the 
hours are marked in large Roman let- 
ters. The works are remarkably com- 
plete, even to a large silver bell with 
a musical sound, which holds the 
works in the skull when the watch is 
closed. 


This curious old watch is still in per- 


fect order, and when wound every day 
keeps accurate time. It is too large to 
be worn, and was probably intended 
for a desk or private altar.—Philadel- 
phia Ledger. 


The Senae of Slgrfi*. 


Like every other sense, that of sight 


improves by use under healthy condi- 
tions, and therefore the people' who 
have tbe greatest exercise of their 
vision in the open air under the light 
of the sun have the best eyesight. 
Generally speaking, savage tribes pos- 
sess the keenest eyesight, acquired 
through hunting. Natives of the Solo 
mon islands are very quick at perceiv- 
ing distant objects, such as ships at 
sea, and will pick out birds concealed 
in dense foliage some sixty or seventy 
feet high. Shepherds and sailors are 
blessed with good sight. 


Eskimos will detect a white fox in 


the snow a great distance away, while 
tbe Arabs of the deserts of Arabia have 
such extreme powers of vision that on 
the vast plains of the desert they will 
pick out objects invisible to the ordi- 
nary "eye at ranges from one to ten 
miles distant. Among civilized peoples 
the Norwegians have better eyesight 
than most, if not all, others, as they 
more generally fulfill the 
necessary 


conditions. The reason why defective 
eyes are so much on the increase in 
this country and in Europe lies in too 
much study of books in early life and 
in badly lighted rooms. 


The Boy Hafedel. 


Handel's father did all he could to 


crush to death the child's mania for 
music—in vain. When the household 
was asleep the little child stole up to 
an attic to play on a spinet which a 
good natured aunt had helped him to 
smuggle there. 
When he was seven 


he entreated his father to take him 
with him to the court of Saxe-Weiseu 
fels, and, on being refused, he pursued 
the chaise on foot till he was taken up 
and carried to the duke's, who, on hear- 
ing him one day play the organ, was so 
amazed that he insisted on his father's 
allowing him to study music. 


At the age of nine he began to com 


pose the church service for voices and 
instruments, and during tbe three suc- 
ceeding years be actually composed a 
service a week. Before he was fifteen 
he had composed three operas, the first 
qf which, "Almira," where the immor- 
tal air, "Lascia ch'io piauga," occurs, 
was performed for thirty nights in 
succession at Hamburg. 
At Venice, 


Scarlatti, hearing at a masquerade a 
harpsichord played divinely, at once 
and truly identified the player with 
Handel: "It was either the little Saxon 
or the devil." 


High Pews. 


During the reign of William and 


Mary in England a worthy bishop com- 
plained to the latter that the ladies of 
the court were wont to fix their eyes on 
their neighbors rather than on him 
during his discourses. 
It apparently 


never occurred to the divine that the 
fault might lie- in the sermons them- 
selves. By consent of the queen high 
pews were introduced to prevent wan- 
dering eyes. "As for the young ladies 
for whose spiritual welfare they were 
devised," says a writer, "their indigna- 
tion was only surpassed by the rage of 
their admirers."

8. Teachers may draw pay for the 


week of their attendance at a county 
institute and may dismiss school to at- 
tend the same.

THE MANTCHOOS. 


Their Degeneration From Fi«rc«

The history of the Mantchoos is one 


of continued anil rppid growth From 
a small tribe their influence spread 
over the great plains of western Man- 
churia until they became a force 
which even great China deemed it ad- 
visable to conciliate.

As the home of the Mantchoo dy- 


nasty, Manchuria, in the eyes of the 
emperor, deserved honored treatment 
and the followers of the standard- 
there was scarcely a Mantchoo who 
tiad not seen service—were specially 
cared for. It was declared by special 
decree that all Mantchoos for time un- 
ending should belong to one of the 
eight banner corps and receive a small 
monthly stipend. 
The great home 


country should remain the exclusive 
property of all Mantchoos, and Chinese 
were forbidden to hold land in it. The 
Koreans had now been driven to the 
south, and Manchuria extended virtu- 
ally to the banks of the Ynlu on the 
south and to the sea on the east. 


The Mantchoo policy, which in its 


conception provided for the continu- 
ance and development of a great race 
of pure Mantchoos, who would always 
be at the beck and call of the Mantchoo 
dynasty and would be a safeguard 
against the restoration of Chinese rule, 
brought op results quite the reverse of 
those desired. The Mantchoo found his 
small wage sufficient at first to provide 
food, and there was no longer the ne- 
cessity to live the arduous 1'fe of a 
hunter or herdsman. In a generation 
or two the race had degenerated into 
a lazy band of parasites, who, in the 
absence of a strenuous lifo, had lost all 
the cunning and the warlike skill which 
had brought to them a great empire. 
They maintained a reputation for fierce- 
ness, however, and at the time of the 
war with Japan it was predicted that 
the Japanese would find a match in 
the Mantchoo cavalry. The first en- 
gagement between the two dispelled 
forever this illusion.—James W. Da- 
vidson in Century-

As a result the 
pastern does not set quite even on the 
coffin bone or the bone suspended in- 
side the wall of the hoof, and in fine 
the concussion of the foot on the roac 
produces soreness of the joint, whicl 
could not exist if the foot were level

It gradually gets fetcrish anc 


then tender, and the horse is suddenly 
seen to limp. I have noticed this in 
hundreds of cases.

Sa^ed His Wheat. 


Clay county farmers in- Kansas, espe- 


cially those who live on low ground, 
where standing water has made the 
ground very soft, are using a new con- 
trivance this j'e^r to get their wheat 
harvested, says a Clay Center dispatch 
to the Kansas City Star. Mr. Watts, a 
Clay Center machinist, is the origi- 
nator of the plan. It wds impossible to 
get into his field with the ordinary har- 
vester. 
' 


Early in the season he saw that 


strenuous measures would be neces- 
sary to secure his crop. He hit upon 
the plan of detaching the running 
gear of the ordinary harvester from 
the wheels, and attaching a gasoline 
engine in such a manner that it would 
do all the work of running the mower 
and binding the wheat. 
The only 


thing, necessary for the horses to do 
•was to pull the binder through the 
fields 


The binder was taken into the field 


and worked perfectly. Wheat was se- 
cured that had been given up as lost. 
Whenever a muddy place was reached 
and the wheels slipped, the gasoline 
engine continued to run the binder, 
and the horses could drag the whole 
machine through the mud, thus har- 
vesting the wheat. It made no differ- 
ence whether the wheels of the ma- 
chine tumed. 


Mr. Watts rigged up two binders foi 


his brother. 
They also worked well 


Other farmers heaid of it and crossed 
the country to seem e a machine. Prob 
ably a dozen binders, rigged with gaso- 
line engines, are now in use in Clay 
county and one in Riley county. Mucl 
wheat has been harvested which had 
been given up. The supply of gasoline 
engines in Clay Center was quickly ex 
haustcd, and more were ordered.

NOISE OF BIG GUNS. 


FEARFUL EFFECTS OF THE TITANIC 


UPROAR ON THE NERVES.

"Men-of-war's men in action are more 


concerned over the noise of the ship's 
guns than over the danger of being hit 
by missiles from the guns of the ene- 
my,*' remarked an officer of the navy 
who has smelt his share of powder in 
actual naval warfare. "They can iu a 
measure get away from the thought 
of being hit, because they are too busy 
at their stations to consider that 
chance. But there is no getting away 
from the noise of your own guns. That 
can't be forgotten or warded off. The 
men are, in fact, so absorbed in waiting 
for the barbarous detonations from 
their own huge barkers and in trying 
to neutralize the effect of the concus- 
sion that they hardly think of the 
projectiles from the guns of the ene- 
my. 


"That it is the noise of their own 


guns that they abhor, and that only, is 
shown by the fact that men-of-war's 
men do not dread a battle more than 
they dread target practice with the big 
guns. They are proud of their profi- 
ciency with the gigantic shooting irons, 
and keen is the ship and fleet competi- 
tion at the business of shooting at the 
anchored mark. 


But the keenest among them hates 


and abominates the noise. The men 
simply can't help making wry faces 
over the announcement of ship or fleet 
target practice with the main batteries. 
This dread of the roaring of the great 
guns is no indication of timidity on 
the part of the men who feel it the 
strongest. It is purely a physical dread, 
a shrinking of the body and not of the 
mind. 


Few men in the service ever become 


really used to the roar of the great 
guns. There are officers and men in 
the" American navy who have been up 
and down the world on inen-of-war for 
a generation and who abhor the yawp 
of the big guns as much today as they 
hated it on the first day they had to 
stand for it. 


"Bronzed old sailor men of the navy, 


who know Tangier and Tahiti as well 
as they know New York and who are 
as easy in their minds when combing 
shellac alcohol out of their mustaches 
with marlinspikes as when quaffing ale 
at half a yen a bottle ID-Nagasaki, grow 
grouchy and fine ladyish under the 
strain of great gun practice and incon- 
tinently curse the big barkers from 'all 
hands' to "pipe down' of a target day. 
Many bluejackets, in fact, purposely 
break their liberty when they get the 
chance in order to avoid being on 
board of their ships during great gun 
practice. 


Half civilized men, fellows not high- 


ly organized, endure the noise of the 
enormous guns much less gamely than 
men of a superior order. The China- 
men, 
for example, go all to pieces under 


the continuous uproar. Americans who 
helped to fight the Chinamen's naval 
battle of the Yalu said the detonations 
of their own guns drove slews of the 
Chinese sailors stark mad and made 
most of them, officers as well as men, 
hysterical and of no account for fight- 
ing purposes. 
They simply couldn't 


stand the sound and the concussion. 
The sailors groveled at the feet of the 
white gunners and begged them 'to 
cease firing. Some of them jumped 
overboard and perished by drowning 
to get away from the uproar. Yet a 
Chinaman hasn't half as much fear 
of death as the normal white man. 


"White men, enduring the thing for 


the first time, have to keep a mighty 
strong clutch upon themselves to avoid 
doing something foolish. Men new to 
the titanic uproar have a peculiar and 
almost unrestrainable desire to scream 
with all their might while the big guns 
are a-going. 


"The old timers who have conquered 


this impulse look dumbly and helpless- 
ly at one another during great gun 
practice and say little or nothing. But 
they shake their heads in a queer sort 
of deprecating way after each stupen- 
dous report. These head shakings ex- 
press a good many things, but nothing 
more strongly than that the head shak- 
ers wish to gee-whiz that they were 
somewhere else. 


"There is simply no way of exploin- 


ing just bow it feels to be within close 
earshot of the barking of the big guns. 
To know the singular misery of it each 
man must experience it for himself. 


"The mere concussion, let alone the 


strain of waiting for each report, tells 
severely upon many of the strongest 
men. 
It catches most fellows about 


the spine and jars them all over and 
causes them to stay jarred for days 
afterward. 
Such attacks sometimes 


pass away with a series of atrocious 
headaches. 


"It is the nervous system that is at- 


tacked, and the hardiest and most rug» 
ged sailor men cave in under these at- 
tacks of concussion. It is to be remem- 
bered, too, that the human being is 
fbout the only animal capable of sur- 
viving the concussion following the fir- 
ing of big guns. Inferior animals near- 
ly always die from the effects of the 
concussion. 


"The concussion following the firing 


of a big gun on a man-of-war hits a 
man on deck like a sharp clap of wind, 
and when the fuil service charges are 
used, as in a battle, the concussion 
will rip and tear a man's uniform into 
rags. 
It seems marvelous that the 


man's body is not ripped and torn In 
the same way, and the fact that it is 
not goes far toward proving that man 
is about the toughest 
and most 


leathery live thv«s in creation. 


"But the fellows on deck are better 


off Jban the unfortunate chaps down 


m«n at their fir* itattoiu 


•n the lower decks, hut most particu- 
larly th« members of tl>« black jinnjr, 
or engineer's force. The black gang 
fellows-are, most of all, the ones out of 
luck during tne liig sun practice. 


"The detonations come down the 


hatches with a force of concussion 
enormously amplified by the narrow- 
ness of the passage, and the machin- 
ists and firemen and oilers and water 
tenders and coal he.uers are hit as by 
invisible pile drivers. The advantage 
of the fetlows on dtvk consists in the 
fact that they can see when each shot 
is going to be flreil and brace them- 
selves for it and lay against it, as they 
say. They have a (-nance to get to 
their tiptoes and separate their lower 
from their tipper teeth. 


"But 
tlicrt Is IK.;!,..!^ Juliij, of that 


kind with the black "aiig. They have 
simply got to take it as it comes. It is 
the horrible uncertainty as to the ex 
act instant when the next shot is going 
to be fired that tells on the man down 
below. He tries to figure out by guess- 
work just when the next explosion is 
going to happen, but this is always 
vain and fruitless figuring. The det- 
onation always nails him when he 
isn't prepared for it. That is why the 
language heard in the bowels of a 
man-of-war during the raging of the 
big guns is simply saddening to listen 
to."—Washington Star. 


EAGLES OF SCOTLAND. 


'Where They Build Their Neata and 


How They Feed Their Young. 


A writer who has studied the habits 


of eagles among the Scottish hills says 
that the birds construct their eyries to- 
ward the end of March and the eggs, 
which number two or three, are laid in 
April. 
Eagles seem to prefer for a 


nesting site some ancient pine with a 
southern jposition and wide outlook or 
a ledge on a cliff, but this writer no- 
ticed that they sometimes build their 
eyries on quite small rocks, where they 
can be got at without much difficulty, 
while all around are immense preci- 
pices where man's foot has never trod. 
It has been said that the eagle will 
fearlessly attack auy one attempting 
to rob its eggs and young, but this is 
probably much less often the case than 
is generally supposed. When one of a 
pair of eagles is trapped or shot the re- 
maining bird has often great difficulty 
in finding a mate and may haunt its 
nesting site for several years by itself. 
While soaring round and round their 
eyrie the eagles utter a musical note 
somewhat similar to tlie cry of the wild 
goose. 


Young eagles when first hatched arc 


white balls of down, and many weeks 
elapse before they-are able to leave the 
eyrie. Their parents supply them with 
a very liberal larder, consisting princi- 
pally of ptarmigan, grouse and blue 
hares. The rush- of their wings as they 
swoop down on their luckless prey may 
on a still day belaid at a great dis- 
tance. Eagles at times will carry off 
lambs and yonng"deer and have been 
known to-drive delr over a precipice 
and to tear them to bits while lying 
lifeless at the foot. Sometimes they 
will even condescend to bear off "moles 
and mice to their eyrie. Although the 
eagle, as a rule, prefers to capture his 
prey himself, yet at times he is not 
above feeding on the dead carcass of a 
deer* or sheep and often gorges himself 
to such an extent that he is unable to 
rise after his too hearty meal. 


In most localities of Scotland where 


the eagle has its borne there will also 
be found the hoodie crow. The eagle 
will seldom if ever'attack the hoodie, 
but whenever the king of birds ven- 
tures too near the former's nesting 
tree the angry hoodies will immediate- 
ly drive off the intruder. It is laugha- 
ble to "see the eagle flying for dear life 
before the fierce onslaughts of the en- 
raged crows, which swoop and dash 
after him with shiill "crans" until he is 
far from their nesting site. 


Incident of the French Re-rolntlou. 
Mme. de Crequcy, a French court 


lady who was imprisoned in the Lux- 
embourg at the tune of the revolution, 
tells in her diary of "a small, pale 
woman" who never said a word for 
the two or three days she was in tbe 
same room, never went to bed, but sat 
in a chair watching a casket she had 
brought with her 
"One morning on 


returning from tlie yard," she says, 
"we found the little woman gone and 
only the casket iftnaining. 
A jailer 


came in about an hour after to fetch 
it. 
Mme. Buffuut boldly asked him 


whether the owner would return. His 
only answer TV.II; to pass his hand 
across the back of his neck. Then he 
proceeded to bre.ik open tbe casket. It 
contained a man's bloody shirt, with- 
out a collar, which was always cut off 
before an execution; also a handful of 
silky black hair and a piece of paper 
on which was wiltten, 'For my mother.' 
Our jailer never would tell us the name 
of this unhappy woman, nor did we 
ever discover who and what her son 
was."

If tbe month is very dry, a good 
wash is one tablcspoonful of glycerin 
and one teaspoonful of lemon juice to 
a glass of water, as the glycerin does 
not evaporate and consequently stays 
on the tongue and in tbe mouth longer 
than «l«ar water. _„
